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One Hundred Years of Textbook Making 
By Clifton Johnson

CENTURY ago, Abraham Lincoln 
A was nearing the end of his desultory 

school days. He lived in the frontier 
country of Kentucky and Indiana, and the 
schools he attended were held in deserted 
log cabins with earthen floors. He has 
said of his schoolmasters, ‘No qualification 
was ever required beyond readin’, writin’ 
and cypherin’ to the Rule of Three. If a 
straggler supposed to understand Latin 
happened to sojourn in the neighborhood, 
he was looked on as a wizard.” 

Lincoln had a habit of writing verses 
and rhymes at this time, and the following 
couplet of his makes it evident that he did 
not regard his ill-equipped rustic teachers 
as a fatal handicap: 


“Good boys who to their books apply 
Will all be great men by and by.” 


It would hardly do to accept literally 
SO sweeping a statement, but the trend is 
sound enough, and evidently he considered 
books to be the educational foundation 
stone. No doubt he himself had a 
speller, a reader and an arithmetic. Prob- 
ably he made his own writing books by 
folding and stitching paper at home and 
ruling lines on it by hand. His first school 
book may have been a New England Primer 
or a variant of it. The printing of these 
Primitive little books began within a few 
decades after our country was settled, and 
during the eighteenth century they were 
for sale at all the village bookshops. 


In 1825, the premier American school- 
book was Noah Webster’s “‘Elementary 
Spelling-book,” first published in 1783 at 
Hartford. By the advice of the president 
of Yale College, it was entitled the “First 
Part of a Grammatical Institute of the 
English Language,” a title it continued to 
bear for a score of years. Why that pro- 
found and ponderous name was not fatal 
is a mystery. Such wide acceptance did the 
book win that from 1807 to 1827, while 
its author was preparing his dictionary, the 
profits from that one little schoolbook fur- 
nished the entire support of his family, tho 
his copyright receipts were less than a cent 
each. When Webster died in 1843, its 
distribution had reached twenty-four mill- 
ions. I believe there are schools where it 
is studied even now, and it stands unriv- 
aled among American schoolbooks in circu- 
lation and length of iite. 

At first it provoked much sarcastic and 
humorous criticism. One edition appeared 
with a crude portrait of Webster, of which 
some critic said it was “so ugly it scares 
the children from their lessons.” The au- 
thor was irritated to such a degree by these 
slurs that, in replying to a comment that 
especially irritated him, he challenged the 
writer to “meet him in the field.” But the 
offender chose to shed ink instead of blood, 
and the warfare was confined to the col- 
umns of the newspapers. 

What Webster aspired to do was to re- 
form the language and simplify the spell- 
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ing. Hitherto the spelling in the different 
textbooks had been far from uniform; and 
in letters, records, and other manuscripts 
of the period there was a curious variety 
in word construction. Even well-educated 
men often spelled the same word in several 
different ways; but Noah Webster pres- 
ently became the American standard and 
brought order out 
of chaos. The pub- 
lication of this 
“Grammatical Insti- 
tute” resulted in 
making_ spelling 
such a craze that it ¢

was their only text- 
book during their first two or three 
years in school. Besides the columns 
of words, it contained “lessons of easy 
words to teach children to read and to 
know their duty,” and there was more difh- 
cult and mature matter which reached a 
climax in “Precepts concerning the Social 
Relations.” ‘These advised the “young man 
seeking for a future for life to “Be not in 
haste to marry”; and the young woman to 
“Be cautious in listening to the addresses 
of men”; and for the husband to ‘Treat 
thy wife with tenderness; reprove her 
faults with gentleness”; and for the wife 
to “Respect thy husband; oppose him not 
unreasonably; study to make him respect- 
able; hide his faults.” 

Altogether the book seems to present a 
strange medley, but it is not without basic 
soundness and often is picturesque and en- 
tertaining. That it fitted some vital human 
need is clear from its amazing circulation, 
and I think we may grant that even its 
rather stilted attempts to inculcate thrift, 
sobriety, and the other virtues have had a 
far-reaching influence for good. 

Until about 1830 the usual binding con-

were better drawn, 
and were not en- 
graved with their 
former caveman rudeness. 

Webster’s speller soon had an increasing 
number of rivals, and some of them were 
distinctly more attractive in their make-up, 
but they came and went while his kept on 
generation after generation. 

In the early days of the republic, read- 
ing was largely taught by use of the Cate- 
chism, the Psalter and the Bible, but a 
demand developed for more freedom in.the 
use of secular material. It began to be 
realized that instead of compelling the 
child to adjust entirely to the course of 
study, efforts should be made to adjust the 
course of study to the requirements of the 
child. The industrious Noah Webster 
compiled the first reader produced on this 
side of the Atlantic as the Third Part of 
his “Grammatical Institute.” The bulk of it 
was made up of three departments—N ar: 1- 
tion, Lessons in Speaking, and Dialog. One 
of its bits of advice is this: “Never hold 
anybody by the button or the hand, in 
order to be heard thru your story, for if 
the people are not willing to hear you, you 
had much better hold your tongue than 
them.” 
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Webster’s most noteworthy competitor 
was Caleb Bingham, a schoolmaster who 
later became a Boston bookseller and pub- 
lisher. His ‘““American Preceptor” and his 
“Columbian Orator’” were more widely 
read than any other readers of a hundred 
years ago. 

Webster was the pioneer American to 
produce a reader “for the benefit of chil- 
dren, when they first begin to read without 
spelling,” but beginners’ readers were a 
rarity until after 1825. That was about 
the time that the forerunners of our graded 
series made an appearance. 

Our mathematical book leaders then 
were a 512 page arithmetic by Nicholas,

Peter Parley’s “Method of Telling About 
Geography,” a thin square little book pub- 
lished in 1829 had an immense circulation 
for years.

In treating of Asia he uses consid- 
erable Bible history which he says “‘is all 
true,” while ““A great part of the history 
of almost all other nations is false.”

Pike’s Arithmetic, one by Daniel Adams, 
Nathan Daboll’s ‘‘Schoolmaster’s Assist- 
ant,’ and Warren Colburn’s “Intellectual 
Arithmetic.” To cipher thru “Old Pike” 
was to be accounted a prodigy. Colburn 
gave a multitude of simple problems to be 
done mentally, and these cultivated quick 
comprehension and accuracy. The sale of 
the book was prodigious, and it determined 
the character of all subsequent textbooks in 
its field. 

A geography published in 1814 apolo- 
gizes for adding another “to the number 
of geographies already so great as to ob- 
struct rather than promote improvement.” 
That hardly seems to describe the situation 
in the backlook. Really there was only one 
outstanding geography in the nation’s first 
half century, and that was by Jedidiah 
Morse. What a mysterious and little 
known world this was as he deals with it, 


acquiring of knowledge and character en- 
titled the “Improvement of the Mind,” but 
was generally spoken of as “Watt’s on the 
Mind,” and the title was so printed on the 
backbone of the volume. To the younger 
pupils this title was a puzzle. They could 
understand having “watts” on the hand, 
or even “watts” on the nose, but to have 
‘Watts’ on the mind seemed impossible. I 
am inclined to believe myself that the con- 
tents were quite capable of producing some 
sort of mental protuberances. 

History was not taken up as a school 
study until the nineteenth century was well 
begun. The books were written seriously 
but their naiveté saved them from being 
dull. Rev. C. A. Goodrich made the study 
popular with his “History of the United 
States” issued in 1822. A good illustrated 
edition was brought out ten years later, 
and the pictures dealt sufficiently freely 
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with the facts to make them a great stimu- 
lus to the imagination. 

Some very Biblical universal histories 
began to appear. One of these published 
at Hartford in 1835 tells the story of cre- 
ation “about 5829 years ago” and then 
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The good old times never will be rejuven- 
ated into any good new times, and yet in 
these schoolbooks of two or three genera- 
tions ago were things sweet and simple and 
delightful that are worthy of consideration. 
Many an elderly person thinks with affec-

mentions “as a matter of curiosity” that 
‘Darwin, an infidel, in accounting for the 
origin of the world, supposes that the mass 
of chaos suddenly exploded, like a barrel 
of gunpowder, and in that act exploded the 
sun, which in its flight, by a similar con- 
vulsion, exploded the earth, which in like 
manner exploded the moon, and thus, by a 
chain of explosions, the whole solar system 
was produced and set in regular motion.”

Botanies, astronomies, and textbooks in 
other fields found their way into print and 
the second quarter of the nineteenth cen- 
tury was a very significant period of ex- 
pansion in books for schools. ‘There was 
too much of a feligious, or at least a theo- 
logical, trend, too much raw moralizing, 
and the technique did not compare with 
what we moderns can use so deftly: but 
many of the books were pretty good. We 
are too sophisticated, too urban, too much 
bound by the traditions of the educational 
machine. However, we cannot turn back.

tion of such books as the Analytical Readers 
illustrated by Thomas Nast, or of the Mc- 
Guffy Readers, and of Robinson’s Arith- 
metic, and Higginson’s History, Webster’s 
Speller was a winner, in part, because of 
several little stories in it expressed in a 
quaint yet natural vernacular. A great 
advance would be made if we could have 
elementary readers in which the children 
talked like live children not so palpably to

fit the process of manufacturing a set form 
of text. 

Some of our present-day books are beau- 
tifully illustrated, but I regret the abund- 
ance of commonplace photographs. ‘These 
are about as inspirational as the statement 
that two and two make four. Geographies 
perhaps suffer most from this kind of illus- 
trations. The old woodcuts, with all their 
crudity, were more significant, and they 
tickled the imagination in a way that the 
average photograph utterly fails to do. 

Back in 1833 was published Warren 
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Burton’s “The District School As It Was,” 
a notably bright and graphic description of 
New England schooldays in the years 1804 
to 1818. The inference of the book is that 


a dubious period had passed, and that an 
era of the District School As It Should Be 
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had finally become an established fact. 

Actually nothing like perfection had been 
attained; and in our educational progress 
we are still on the road in our school work 
and in our textbook making with heights 
ahead unscaled.

A Scientifically Graded Book List 


By Mabel Vogel

TEXT to decide which books will 

interest children of various ages has, 

in the past, been based almost en- 
tirely on guess work. ‘The best attempts 
have grown out of fairly wide unrecorded 
observation by teachers and librarians. Un- 
til this year, no scientific investigation has 
been carried out on a large scale to deter- 
mine what books are read and enjoyed by 
children of various ages and various de- 
grees of reading ability. 

The Carnegie Corporation, thru the 
American Library Association has made it 
possible for the study that has been made 
this year. The study was carried on in 
the research department of the Winnetka 
Public Schools by the writer under the 
general supervision of C. W. Washburn, 
superintendent of schools in Winnetka. 





To carry on this study, the cooperation 
of schools in thirty-six different cities was 
secured. “Two-thirds of these cities have 
populations over 10,000 and the other 
third are either small college towns or 
suburban towns. They represent every 
section of the country from Providence, 
Rhode Island, to Santa Fe, New Mexico. 
Twenty-one public schools, ten private 
schools, seven university and normal train- 
ing schools, and one public library have 
helped in working out the list. 

To the 36,713 children in these thirty- 
six cities, ballots and reading tests were 
sent. Each child was given a Stanford 
Silent Reading Test. The score on this 
test was recorded on each ballot. When- 
ever a child finished reading a book, he 
filled out a slip like this:

Up to date, approximately 100,000 of 
these ballots have been received. ‘They 
have been alphabetically arranged by titles 
and all the slips filled out on any one book 
kept together. From time to time, as the 
ballots have come in, we have been work- 
ing on the results of the books on which 
we have had enough slips. 


Reliability of Children’s Judgment 

The question has often come up of the 
reliability of children’s judgment. People 
have asked if a child’s judgment would 
not change from day to day. To answer 
this question, all the book slips filled out 
by Winnetka children during one week 
were set aside for study. Three weeks 
later, the children who had filled out these 
slips were asked to fill out duplicate slips. 
They were not told the reason for this 
request, but all filled out slips on books 
which they had written about before. The 
results of this study are as follows: 78 
per cent of the children gave the same re- 
sponse on the second slips that they had 
on the first; 14 per cent of the children 
changed their judgments from “One of 
the best books I ever read,” to “A good 
book, I like it,” or visa versa. This made 
a total of 92 per cent of the children who 
either did not change their judgment or 
changed from one degree of liking to 
another. This study represents the judg- 
ments of 300 children. This would tend 


to show that the judgments of children 
are fairly reliable when a large number of 
ballots are used. 

Another study was made to see how 
reliable children are in their judgment 


of the difficulty of books. For this study, 
we tabulated the results of thirty-six books 
which had been read by fifty or more chil- 
dren. The average reading grade at which 
most children read and liked each book 
was then found. Three or four hundred 
Winnetka children were then asked to read 
books which were two grades or more too 
difficult or too easy for them. The aver- 
age reading grade at which most children 
liked the book was used as the place where 
this book should be read. The results of 
this study were graphed, showing that the 
books became increasingly less interesting 
when they were read by children below 
and above this average reading grade. Their 
ratings ranged from too hard up to easy. 
This study would tend to show that when 
children are forced to read books too hard 
or too easy for them, there is a general 
tendency for them to say that the book is 
too hard or too easy. 


Books Children Won’t Read 

In order to grade a book it was neces- 
sary to know how many judgments we 
would need. Several studies of reliability 
were made and all tended to show the same 
thing. When twenty-five slips were taken 
at random by groups from certain schools, 
and from random sampling groups the 
average reading grade never shifted more 
then a grade from the average when all 
slips were taken. Twenty-five ballots on 
any one book seems to be a fairly reliable 
number for our purpose. 

The American Library Association was 
particularly anxious that certain very good 
books be read. In the middle of the year, 
a list of books that were considered essen- 
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tial was checked over with the list of books 
that were being read. Any book that had 
not been read by ten or more children was 
put on a special list. This list was sent 
around to the cooperating schools. Many 
of the schools agreed to try to have these 
books read. While, of course, any of the 
books that had been especially recom- 
mended had been read by a large enough 
number of children to determine their 
grading, still there is a considerable num- 
ber of them that have not been read. This 
may be because the books were not avail- 
able, or it may be that children simply 
would not read them. The “Child’s His- 
tory of the World” was on this recom- 
mended list. At the present, there are only 
five slips on this book. Four of these chil- 
dren said that it was one of the best books 
they had ever read, and one said “It was 
a good book.” Only three children read 
‘‘Jackanapes,” two read “Jan of the Wind- 
mill,” one read “Kindred of the Wild,” 
and one read “This Singing World.” In 
these few cases the books were liked. “Rose 
and the Ring” was also on this recom- 
mended list. ‘I'wenty-eight children read 
this book. Fourteen liked it and fourteen 
disliked it. Out of the fourteen who dis- 
liked it, six gave as their reason, “It had 
too much foolishness in it.” These six 
were from five different schools. Many of 
these books that were especially recom- 
mended will not get on this list. In the 
back of our book list, a list of these books 
especially recommended but not read by 
children, will be printed. 


The Most Popular Books 


Some books are much more popular than 
others. ‘The two most popular books are 
“Little Women” and “Tom Sawyer.” 
“Little Women” was read by 337 girls. 
Sixty-four per cent of these girls called it 
one of the best books they ever read; 29 
per cent said it was a good book, 4 per 
cent said it was not very interesting; and 
3 per cent did not like it. “Little Women” 
was read by only seventeen boys, but out 
of these seventeen boys, 35 per cent called 
it one of the best, 29 per cent called it a 
good book, 18 per cent said it was not in- 
teresting and 18 per cent did not like it. 
This book was read by both boys and girls, 
but by an overwhelming majority of girls 
and liked much better by girls. “Tom 
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Sawyer” was read by 359 boys and 237 
girls. ‘There are almost as many girls as 
boys and the girls liked it almost as well as 
the boys did. Sixty-four per cent of the 
boys called it “One of the best books. I 
have ever read,” and 35 per cent said it 
was good. Fifty per cent of the girls called 
it one of the best books and 48 per cent 
said it was good. There is a tendency for 
girls to read and enjoy books that have 
been considered boys’ books, but there are 
fewer boys reading books which sound as 
if they might be about girls or for girls. 

The following books have been read and 
liked by 200 or more children (as shown 
by incomplete returns); these books are 
listed in the order of their popularity: “Lit- 
tle Women,” ‘Tom Sawyer,” “Heidi,” 
“The Call of the Wild,” “Treasure Is- 
land,” “Little Men,” and “Pinocchio.” 
The following books have been read by 
100-200 children: ‘Alice in Wonderland,” 
“Beautiful Joe,” “Dutch Twins,” Grimm’s 
“Fairy Tales,” “Hans Brinker,” “Huckle- 
berry Finn,’ “Japanese Twins,” “Kid- 
napped,” “‘Little Lame Prince,” “Mrs. 
Wiggs of the Cabbage Patch,” “Penrod,” 
“Rebecca of Sunnybrook Farm,” “Robin- 
son Crusoe,” “The Secret Garden,” “The 
Story of Doctor Doolittle,’ and “Toby 
Tyler.” 


Even Tho Grown-Ups Frown on Them 


The list of 1,100 books which are being 
most widely read has been submitted to 
Miss Van Cleve of the American Library 
Association. This list has been checked 
over and the literary quality of the books 
as judged by children’s librarians has been 
noted. Most of the books are recom- 
mended as being suitable for children. 
There are a few books not recommended 
because of poor literary quality, others, be- 
cause written for adults and not suitable 
for children, and others not even recom- 
mended for adults. 

The Bobbsey Twins Series is not con- 
sidered by children’s librarians as good 
from a literary standpoint, yet we have 
slips from 480 children on the nineteen dif- 
ferent books in this series. The Tom 
Swift Books are also rejected by librarians, 
yet we find 468 children reading and en- 
joying them. These books which are liked 
by children and yet frowned upon by liter- 
ary experts will not be put on our graded 
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list. A mimeographed list of these books 
will be made available for people wishing 
it. 

“The Son of Tarzan,” which is not even 
recommended for grown-ups was read by 
sixteen children. Of the eight boys who 
read it, all but one said it was one of the 
best books he had ever read. Out of the 
eight girls who read it, seven liked it. 
“Baree” was also 
rated by librarians 
as an adult book not 
recommended 
as good literature. 
This book was read 
by twenty children; 
fourteen of them 
rated it one of the 
best and the other 
six said it was a 


good book. 


The Children’s Own Comments 


Children also read books that are suit- 
able for grown-ups but not suitable in con- 
tent for children. ‘Twenty-five girls read 
“Her Father’s Daughter,” and _ these 
twenty-five all liked it. Here is a typical 
comment about this book: “It is clean and 
wholesome and full of nature. It is a 
story of life in sunny California.” 

Some of the best comments made by chil- 
dren will be used in annotating the final 
list. Typical, well-expressed and stimulat- 
ing comments will be chosen as far as pos- 
sible. 

There are usually several children who 
make similar comments about any one 
book. Twenty-six children who read 
“About Harriet” made this comment or 
one very similar: “I like this book because 
it tells what Harriet did on Saturday, Sun- 
day, Monday, Tuesday, Wednesday, 
Thursday, and Friday.” These children 
were from twelve different schools; so the 
comment could not have been suggested by 
the teacher. 

Many children write about incidents in 
books that appeal to them. Twenty-two

children liked the place in “Pinocchio” 
where Pinocchio’s nose grew long when he 
lied. I'wenty-three children liked the place 
where he turned from a puppet back into 
a boy. Thirty-three children liked the book 


because it told about a wooden boy; 


HAT books 
at various ages has been largely 
a matter of guess work.

the boys and girls really like to read 
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twenty-one children liked it because it was 
funny; twelve children said they liked it 
because it teaches children to be good. 
There were many other comments on 
“Pinocchio,” most of them referring to 
some particular adventure. 

The data for this list are not complete. 
It is hoped that by the first of September, 
a complete list of 800 or more books 
graded according to

will contain an in- 
troduction describing the method of gath- 
ering and handling the data. This will 
be followed by lists of books suitable 
for each school grade (or rather for chil- 
dren whose reading ability is that of the 
average for each grade). ‘The books with- 
in a grade will be ranked in the order of 
children’s liking for them as shown by 
the ballots. Each book will be annotated 
by typical children’s comments, followed 
by a very brief summary of the statistical 
data on that book, i.e., number of boys 
reading it, number of girls, range of read- 
ing ability of those who like it, etc., etc. 
There will, of course, be subject, author, 
and title indexes. 


The Final List 


This list will not be intended as a com- 
plete buying list for schools and libraries; 
it is made for teachers and children who 
want to know what books are being read 
and enjoyed by children in the various 
school grades. The grading of it according 
to reading ability will help the teacher who 
wants to fit books to children’s needs. 

Several means of grading these books ob- 
jectively have been tried, for instance, the 
proportion of uncommon words. No one 
satisfactory method has yet been found, but 
it is hoped that next year we may have 
money to go on with studies which may 
determine some strictly objective method of 
grading books according to their diffi- 
culty.

The New American Dictionary

ITH the coming of the cross- 

word puzzle the dictionary has 

assumed a place of importance in 
most bookstores. What has long been a 
steady seller now puts to shame many “best 
sellers” in the fiction field, when the 
monthly sales figures are totaled up. For 
this reason American dealers are showing 
an unusual interest in the report that Pro- 
fessor Craigie, the great British dictionary- 
maker, is coming to America to make a 
“Dictionary of the American Language.” 

What is it that Professor Craigie is to 
do and what will it mean to the book- 
seller? Is he going to compile a handy 
pocket guide to Ring Lardner, Octavus 
Roy Cohen, and Irvin Cobb, or is he plan- 
ning a revision of one or more of the stand- 
ard lexicons that so many people are buy- 
ing these days? And how soon may the 
first shipments of his volume be expected 
from the binders? 

Reports and rumors of an “American 
Dictionary” began to circulate around the 
offices of the University of Chicago Press 
some weeks ago. The editorial department 
staff heard them first, then the advertising 
and sales department began to conjecture, 
and soon most everyone had heard some 
bit of news about this new “project.” Si- 
multaneously the local newspapers began to 
clamor for stories, and before long a series 
of articles from London began to appear 
in the syndicate columns of the metropoli- 
tan dailies telling of the departure of Pro- 
fessor Craigie for America and outlining 
what he is to do here. The facts of the 
case, recently given to me by Professor 
John M. Manly, Head of the Department 
of English in the University of Chicago, 
are these: 

For some years William A. Craigie, pro- 
fessor of Anglo-Saxon in Oxford Univer- 
sity, has been engaged in the task of editing 
the last few volumes of the great Oxford 
English Dictionary, the ten-volume work 
begun in the ’7os by the late Sir James A. 


H. Murray. Since 1897, in addition to 
teaching Oxford students the language and 
literature of the Scottish, Gaelic, and 
Scandinavian peoples, Professor Craigie has 
been joint editor of this lexicon that now 
comprises over 14,900 pages and traces the 
history of over 400,000 words. 

An occasional visitor to America, Pro- 
fessor Craigie has now accepted a professor- 
ship in the English department of the 
University of Chicago, where he will be- 
come a regular member of the faculties in 
October of this year. At the university, 
where his title will be ‘Professor of the 
English Language,” he will teach several 
courses yearly in his own field and engage 
in a task that he has long wanted to under- 
take and which the University is glad to 
indorse, the compilation of a dictionary of 
our language that will be comparable to 
the one just being completed at Oxford 
under his direction. ‘This American dic- 
tionary is in no sense to be a “slang” or 
colloquial one. It will be a study of the 
words we use that are not used in Great 
Britain, or have a different meaning there. 
It will contain many terms, of course, that 
have originated as slang in the phraseology 
of this nation, but that now have an ac- 
cepted place in our language. 

The American dictionary, like the Ox- 
ford one, will trace the history of each 
word and phrase cited from the earliest 
known use in American writing to the 
present. The quotations used will be from 
the writings of American authors. “It 
probably will be surprising,’ Doctor 
Craigie told a London correspondent of 
the Evening World, ““‘how many words and 
expressions are found in the works of early 
American writers that are not current now 
or that are not now used in the same sense. 
To give you an illustration of this, two or 
three centuries ago our Royal Society re- 
ceived a bequest of a large number of 
books from a private individual. The donor 
authorized the society to ‘dispose of’ these 
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books according to their wish, and some lit- 
tle time ago it was decided to sell them. 
But this, it was found, could not be done, 
it being pointed out to the society that the 
phrase ‘dispose of,’ at the time when the 
bequest was made, was employed in the 
sense of ‘utilize’ only.” 

Actual compilation of this dictionary will 
start early in the coming winter under 
Doctor Craigie’s direction. He will begin 
with several assistants, aided by a large 
staff of American scholars and members of 
the Modern Language Association, which 
has endorsed this work. These people will 
direct the work of a corps of additional 
compilers from Dr. Craigie’s classes in the 
University. They will study definite words 
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assigned to them, tracing their use in 
American literature to the earliest known 
instances. 

Considerable time will be required. for 
this work, probably several years, but be- 
fore too long American bookstores will be 
displaying a volume, or series of volumes, 
that will have a peculiar value and inter- 
est to all writers and students of our lan- 
guage. It should rank with the Oxford 
Dictionary for its scholarliness, and should 
make this age, which has so much use for 
dictionaries, rival the time of Webster for 
its lexicography, just as in England the 
work of Professor Craigie and Sir James 
A. H. Murray rivals that of the great 
Doctor Johnson. 


Publishing Textbook Anthologies

NE of the interesting phases of pres- 

ent-day educational methods is the 

widespread use in our schools and 
colleges of anthologies as textbooks. This 
use of anthologies has been necessitated by 
the phenomenal increase during the past 
quarter of a century in the enrollment of 
our educational institutions. Forty years 
ago the college library was capable of sup- 
plying such volumes as the members of a 
particular class might have been directed 
to obtain and read. Today, with individual 
classes numbering a hundred or more mem- 
bers, even an exceptionally well-equipped 
library can not make adequate answer to 
the demands upon its shelves. 

A group of professors at the University 
of Wisconsin was among the first to realize 
that some better plan must be devised to 
replace the unsatisfactory practice then in 
vogue of relying upon the individual initia- 
tive of the student in making use of the 
overtaxed resources of the university li- 
braries. In this group were Dr. J. W. 


Cunliffe, now professor of English at 
Columbia University, Dr. J. F. A. Pyre, 
professor of English at the University 
of Wisconsin, and Dr. Karl Young, now 
professor of English at Yale University. 
These three put their heads together and 


decided that the only practical solution to 
the problem with which they were faced 
in their English literature courses lay in 
the introduction of an anthology. 

For a professor to compile an anthology 
for use in his own particular class would 
be a comparatively easy task, but when 
Professors Cunliffe, Pyre, and Young 
undertook to arrange such a book for 
general use in college survey courses thru- 
out the country they were confronted im- 
mediately with many perplexing questions 
and numerous all-but-discouraging obsta- 
cles. The question as to what should, and 
what should not be, included in such a 
book was, of course, the first matter of 
importance. To make an anthology serv- 
iceable as a textbook, biographical sketches, 
comments, explanatory notes, and other 
aids to understanding would be essential. 
No two professors would probably agree 
as to how much, or what kind of editorial 
matter should be included. Then there 
were the copyright restrictions, which 
added more troubles to the work of com- 
pilation and required much investigation. 

When Professors Cunliffe, Pyre, and 
Young completed their deliberations and 
had experimented with their idea in their 
own courses at Wisconsin, they offered 
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their suggestions and the outline of their 
book to The Century Co., who, realizing 
the significance of the proposed volume, 
gave the three professors every encourage- 
ment. In the summer of 1910 The Century 
Co. published the first anthology for class 
use, “‘Century Readings for a Course in 
English Literature,” compiled by Profes- 
sors Cunliffe, Pyre, and Young. 

This new book was enthusiastically re- 
ceived; and before long, professors of sub- 
jects other than English literature were 
expressing a desire to obtain anthologies 
for use in their particular courses. The 
Century Co. then arranged for the publica- 
tion of an anthology of modern journalis- 
tic prose for use in courses in journalism. 
This book, “Writing of Today,” was com- 
piled by Professor J. W. Cunliffe and 
Gerhard R. Lomer, and was published in 
1915. It, too, met with almost immediate 
success, and The Century Co. followed it 
up with the publication, in 1916, of “Rep- 
resentative English Plays,” an anthology 
of English plays for use in courses in the 
drama, compiled by Professor John S. P. 
Tatlock, of Stanford University, and Rob- 
ert G. Martin, of Northwestern Univer- 
sity ; “Representative American Plays,” com- 
piled by Professor Arthur Hobson Quinn, 
of the University of Pennsylvania; “Cen- 
tury Readings for a Course in American 
Literature,” compiled by Professor Fred 
Lewis Pattee, of the Pennsylvania State 
College; ‘“Shakespeare’s Principal Plays,” 
compiled by Professors Tucker Brooke, of 
Yale, J. W. Cunliffe, of Columbia, and 
H. N. MacCracken, who is now the presi- 
dent of Vassar College, and others. 

The success of these volumes has led 
to the publication of many anthologies 
covering nearly every phase of the study 
of English composition and literature, as 
well as of other subjects. The most recent 
compilations issued for college use are 
“Century Types of English Literature,” a 
chronologically arranged collection of over 
400 complete selections illustrating the va- 
tious types of literature, compiled by Pro- 
fessors George W. McClelland and Albert 
C. Baugh, both of the University of Penn- 
sylvania, and “Century Readings in Eu- 
ropean Literature,” giving extracts from 
the literary masterpieces of European 
literature, illustrating the art of the best 
known ancient classical, medieval, and 
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modern writers, compiled by Professors J. 
W. Cunliffe, of Columbia, and Grant 
Showerman, of the University of Wiscon- 
sin. 

The same textbook situation exists in 
the high schools as exists in the colleges, 
only to a greater extent, since few high 
schools have adequate libraries and the 
pupils are, therefore, almost entirely de- 
pendent upon the local public libraries. 
Teachers have found their work handi- 
capped by the inability of their pupils to 
obtain easily and quickly the books assigned 
to them for reading, and they have wel- 
comed with opened arms the several school 
anthologies which have appeared during 
the past few years. A glance thru the 
high school textbook list today will dis- 
close the titles of many books of this kind. 
Such collections as Dr. Frederick Houk 
Law’s “Modern Essays and _ Stories,” 
“Modern Plays: Short and Long,” and 
“Modern Short Stories,’ and such an- 
thologies as are to be found in “The 
Century Studies in Literature series, which 
is under the general editorship of Dr. 
James F. Hosic, are helping the high 
school teacher to solve the problem. 

The aim of the publishers and of the 
editors engaged according to their various 
special interests in introducing anthologies 
is to provide suitable and convenient ap- 
paratus for the study of such subjects as 
require considerable supplementary read- 
ing. There are still a few teachers who 
believe that it does the student or pupil 
more good to hunt for himself in a library, 
and this point must be admitted. But no 
one can deny that, in a majority of cases, 
the libraries are not equipped to supply 
the demands made upon them. The large 
classes prevalent in all of our greater edu- 
cational institutions require organization, 
plans of study, and the provision of books 
to which the student or pupil may have 
ready and immediate access. It is an ob- 
vious advantage to the teacher to have in 
the classroom the student or pupil with the 
book he is studying in his hand. The 
anthology gives the teacher this advantage; 
and the rapid spread of this newer method 
of study and its adoption in practically all 
the larger American colleges and schools 
is a proof that it was called for by the 
actual situation, and that it has stood the 
test of experience. 
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HOLD every man a debtor to his profes- 

sion, from the which, as men of course 
do seek to receive countenance and profit, so 
ought they of duty to endeavor themselves, by 
way of amends, to be a help and ornament 
thereunto. —BACON. 








A Textbook Question 


HE two areas of teaching which have 
been most sharply questioned by the 
general public in the last few years 
have been science and history. The ques- 
tion of the teaching of science in the high 
schools is being argued out in a national 
forum at present, but the question of teach- 
ing history, especially the contents of the 
textbooks, is not being forgotten. 
Unfortunately for the educators, this 
questioning of the texts is not always of- 
fered in a truly helpful spirit. It is cer- 
tainly not an easy thing to teach American 
history adequately and accurately and at 
the same time to satisfy all the different 
opinions as to what is adequate and ac- 
curate in the minds of the citizens of any 
town or city. The difficulties of the task 
are increased by the greatly enlarged scope 
of the field as now understood. It is not 
considered possible now to teach American 
history correctly without some course in 
the European backgrounds of American 
history. Again, the field has been greatly 
enlarged by the inclusion of the economic 
and social history, whereas, in the old his- 
tories, the military and political phases 
were the chief interest, and the student 
skipped hastily from the Revolution to the 
War of 1812, and from the War of 1812 
to the Mexican War, and so on to the 
Civil War. 
A still further problem is added by the 
great importance of the events of the last 
decade, and the part of America in the

world struggle. The final difficulty is 
found in the fact that it is felt that the 
whole teaching process should be connected 
with state and local history, in order that 
the student may appreciate the application 
of the general discussion. 

To organize this greatly enlarged field 
of knowledge and to find the proper way 
to teach about the different phases described 
and the proper method of apportioning 
textbooks have given the history depart- 
ments of our schools much to think of in 
the last decade or so. It is not only the 
extent of the area that brings up the prob- 
lem but the re-evaluation of the facts in 
all periods. Criticism of the teaching will 
usually be found to mean that it is felt 
that the story of the Revolution and of the 
founding of our country is being taught as 
it used to be taught, yet to do it as it used 
to be done is practically impossible without 
ignoring all the works of historians in the 
last generation. The Revolution cannot 
be taught as it used to be taught, because 
it is now considered an event of far more 
world-wide importance than it was when 
the textbooks told us that its only effect 
was that of establishing the independence 
of a great new nation. The Revolution 
affected the history of every country—it 
increased the liberties in England, affected 
the history of Europe, and its echoes went 
around the world. ‘That this result was 
achieved by men of more than ordinary 
stature has been increasingly demonstrated, 
and yet some will surely believe that their 
stature is not lessened when their human 
qualities are also fully understood. If we 
are to estimate properly men of our own 
time in their greatness and in their failures, 
it is best that students of our early history 
should fully understand something about 
the failures as well as the triumphs of the 
founders of our country. 

All in all, schools and their teachers 
need the constant interest of their public, 
and on such difficult points as the methods 
of teaching they need such help brought 
with a cooperative spirit and not with un- 
tempered criticism. The textbooks on 


American history are today far ahead of 
those of a generation ago, and the methods 
of teaching have made equal advance. 
There is no state of perfection reached, 
but there is progress, and still more prog- 
ress will be made. 
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Trained in the Use of Books 


ERY often the suggestion is made, by 

those who believe in cooperative ef- 

forts to increase the outlet for manu- 
facturers’ products, that those who produce 
books should still further organize to train 
people in the art and practice of reading. 
But the author and book publisher are not 
in the situation as the grower of oranges. 
There is, in fact, an organized group 
of nearly 1,000,000 teachers meeting thru- 
out the year with nearly 20,000,000 
students, and thruout that period the 
students are being trained in the use of 
books and in the appreciation of literature. 
It may be that all do not come thru the 
process with a love of the best reading and 
with a confirmed habit of seeking it out, 
but this may not be so much the fault of 
the teachers as of human nature. 

From the very first readers as now pre- 
pared, the children are brought in contact 
with literature from the best writers, and 
from then on, whether they leave school at 
fourteen or sixteen or twenty, they are con- 
tinuously, in English courses and in other 
courses, kept in contact with good reading. 

Besides this, there has been steady de- 
velopment of the idea of general school 
libraries fully available not only for the 
college students but for the high school 
students and for the grade schools. More 
and more cities are recognizing that there 
is need of a trained librarian in the school 
with an adequate equipment just as much 
as there is need of a teacher of music or 
a teacher of art. 

Some, to be sure, will still get thru this 
process and say to themselves that, at last, 
all this book reading business is behind 
them, but tens of thousands of others are 
bound to come thru with a genuine taste 
for good reading and a real knowledge of 
how and where good reading can be had. 
If there is a steady increase in the general 
per capita use and consumption of books 
in this country, it will be due to the effec- 
tiveness of this process more than to any 
other reason. The best reason for be- 
lieving that both libraries and bookstores 
will be increasingly supported thruout the 
country is that each new generation will 

€ more convinced than the previous one 
of the importance of community and in- 
dividual support of the reading habit. 
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The Making of Textbooks 


OQ one can compare the physical 
make-up of American textbooks 
with those of any other country in 

the world without being assured that the 
quality of our production has kept pace 
with all the advances made in the methods 
of teaching. Other countries which have 
looked with appreciation at our progress 
in this direction have pointed out that such 
high standards of book-making could not 
be made possible except for the fact that 
the American public has been willing to 
pay for the best, and publishers have found 
that the best method of establishing a new 
book is to improve its physical appearance 
as well as its text in the way of printing, 
illustration, maps, or general method of 
presentation. ‘This headway has not been 
confined to any one class of books, but is 
equally obvious in readers, textbooks on 
civics, books on general science, books for 
the teaching of Latin, etc. 

Probably one of the reasons for the at- 
titude of the school boards and _ school 
superintendents in encouraging the adop- 
tion of the best-made books is that the 
children learn much more rapidly from 
them. No one could examine a modern 
series of readers, illustrated as they are by 
the best talent procurable, and compare 
them with those of a generation ago with- 
out realizing that the children have im- 
mense advantages, and will be much more 
quickly initiated into the fascinating priv- 
ileges of reading; and, to turn to a very 
different field, a Cicero or Caesar as pre- 
pared for the modern school, with its large 
type, fine maps, photographs and drawings, 
it is easy to see that the reading of Latin, 
also, is made a more alluring subject by 
typographical means. 

When the observer from another country 
emphasizes our apparent extravagance in 
fine books, it might be pointed out that, 
if the books teach more effectively, it is 
certainly money well spent, but it is also 
to the point that, books, fine as they are, 
do not become in the average city school 
curriculum more than I per cent to 1% 
per cent of the total school cost, perhaps 
one-fiftieth part of the salary expense. 
Certainly it is only good economy to sup- 
ply good teachers with the best tools for 
their work. 
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HAT every author, no matter how 
great, has written first of all for his 
own generation, is a truth so familiar 

as to be a truism. Yet it is just this truth 

which makes the reason for abridgments. 

For since every author writes first for his 

own generation it follows inevitably that 

much of what he writes has a greatly les- 
sened interest for the readers of later years. 

The theological discussions of Bunyan; the 

long descriptions of Scott, the moralizing 

of Mrs. Stowe are cases in point. To schol- 
ars such passages are always of interest. 

To the trained layman, the rapid reader 

who understands the art of skimming and 

skipping, they give richness and depth to 
the narrative, adding historical meaning to 
the record of the period. But to the imma- 
ture plodder, they present an insuperable 
obstacle. Such a one is lost in the maze 
of involved sentences and unfamiliar words. 

He cannot see the wood for the trees. For 

such a reader, an abridgment with its di- 

rectness and clarity is of incalculable value. 

The task of the abridging editor is no 
easy one. No retelling of the story in his 
own words nor mere cutting out of huge 
chunks satisfies him. His task is, rather, 
to give the author his chance to tell his 
own story in his own way to a new audi- 
ence. His task is to select from the com- 
plete mass of material exactly those words 
of the book that give the essentials briefly 
yet effectively. A good abridgment requires 
a thoro understanding of the whole and 
meticulous attention to detail. It must be 
true to the original in balance of plot, in 
style, in characterization, in significance of 
dialog and in atmosphere. 

We have all seen plays in which in an 
incredibly brief time we have been trans- 
ported into a scene and period far different 
from our own. To achieve this the drama- 
tist has chosen from a great mass of liter- 
ary and historical material a significant 
background—one or two characteristic in- 
cidents, and lo! that remote life has become 
real to u:. 





Shall the Classics Be Abridged for Children?

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It is in something the same way, by care- 
ful and dramatic selections that the skilful 
editor is able to give the true atmosphere 
to his condensed narrative. Indeed, it is 
right here that he may render his most im- 
portant service. For a book that was rapid 
in movement to stage coach travelers is 
slow and plodding enough to our automo- 
bile age. It is by a condensation of the 
whole, by a quickening of the pace that 
readers of today see eye to eye with Scott 
or Bunyan. Such is literary relativity! 

Perhaps in no two generations during 
the history of the world has there been 
such a change in the life of children as in 
these last sixty years. Nowadays the radio 
calls; the automobile and the movie set 2 
pace that cannot be ignored, and club activ- 
ities and outdoor sports fill to overflowing 
any remaining hours. 

Yet it is to these busy, enthusiastic, im- 
patient youngsters that we must introduce 
the writings of Scott, Defoe and Dickens if 
ever these novels are to be known and loved 
by them. Nor will any formal study of 
these great books, line by line and with 
notes, help much. It is, rather, by the read- 
ing that is done spontaneously and because 
it is enjoyed that the boys and girls, will 
find that enlargement of life and true per- 
spective which are gifts of great literature. 

Blessedly human nature and child nature 
have remained the same in the midst of 
changed conditions. There is today as al- 
ways adoration of courage, thrill over ad- 
venture, glee in the ridiculous, sympathy 
with suffering, inspiration from sacrifice. 

Surely it is far better to extract the 
essentials from the great books of the past; 
(books that were written for a leisure that 
we know not of), and so give them to our 
girls and boys in such a form that they will 
be thoroly enjoyed, rather than to force 
reluctant readers to plod thru a tedious vol- 
ume; or to acquiesce in the dictum that the 
great authors of the past shall be merely 
names instead of loved personalities to our 
younger generation. 
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The College Bookstore as an Educational 
Resource

VERY man has three fields of intel- 

lectual experience. The first is the 

region of his own immediate experi- 
ence, including the sights he sees with his 
own eyes, and the sounds he hears with his 
own ears. ‘This experience is, of course, 
sharply limited to 
the years of his own 
conscious life, and to 
the space which he 
inhabits or traverses. 
The second field is 
the country, as it 
were, of the experi- 
ence of his own 
companions, made 
known to him thru 
some form of conversation. Its boundaries 
in time and space are but little larger than 
those of the first field. The third field 
is the well nigh unlimited world of vicari- 
Ous experience thru _ books. 

The man who has surveyed this world 
from its mountain-tops, has beheld its con- 
tinents, its seas, its rivers, who is acquain- 
ted with its men and women who multi- 
plies his knowledge by the generations and 
the ages, who is at home and travels well 
therein, thru space and time,—that man 
is an educated man. 

It therefore lies at the heart of the col- 
lege purpose that we persuade and accus- 
tom our students to enter and possess the 
world of books, not as transient visitors, 
but as lifelong and loyal citizens. 

The primary instrument of such training 
is, of course, the college library. 

The second instrument of such training 
is the college bookstore. 

And because I believe that the habit of 
the use of books is so fundamental as a 
feature and result of college education, I 
believe that the potential importance of 
the college bookstore is very great; indeed, 
far greater than the college has realized. 


HEN the College Bookstore 

Association met in May, one 
of the high spots of its convention 
was an informal luncheon at which 
Dean Wilkins made these wise sug- 
gestions about the Function of the 
College Bookstore. 


In one respect, the bookstore has an ad- 
vantage over the library: for a book read 
in the library or borrowed from the library 
cannot yield its message and its treasure 
so completely, so intimately, as a book that 


is bought and owned. 

H ow then shall 
the college bookstore 
meet its great edu- 
cational opportun- 
ity? Surely by en- 
couraging the habit 
of the use of books 
—and that by mak- 
ing the wise owner- 
ship of books easily 
attainable and irre- 
sistibly attractive. 

That is my text: now for its applica- 
tions. 

The first is a paradox, radical in the 
extreme, yet I believe it to be practical, 
sound, and absolutely indispensable for the 
achieving of the purpose sought. It is this: 
the college bookstore should be a bookstore. 
That is, it should be a store for the selling 
of books, of many books, and of nothing 
but books. It should be a store for the 
selling of stationery, pencils, notebooks, 
picture postals, pennants, tennis shoes, 
playing cards, sofa pillows, apples, sweet 
chocolate, belt buckles, and hairnets. Such 
things must undoubtedly be sold, but they 
should not be sold in the bookstore. They 
are minor accessories; books are major ne- 
cessities. If you sell your books over one 
counter in an emporium of odds and ends, 
you create and re-enforce an entirely false 
sense of the place of books in education and 
in life. Sell these other things in a general 
store, or sell them in the college drug store 
if you prefer; but do not demean your 
books by putting them in the same farrago. 
Books are a thing apart. 

The bookstore, then, should be a place 
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of books. Not only that, but it should be 
a place where it is possible, at leisure and 
in comfort, to examine books. It should 
approach the character of a private library. 
It should have shelves, and revolving cases, 
perhaps, and tables where a few books lie 
in a normal posture, as if they were com- 
fortable and happy. It should be possible 
for the visitor to browse. And on the 
supposition that he might find < book he 
would like to know a little more about, 
there should be at least one comfortable 
chair per thousand students. I do not say 
that the rugs should be Oriental, but there 
should be rugs—on pleasant afternoons at 
least. And there should be a practicable 
fireplace. In short, there should be some- 
thing of the atmosphere you might hope— 
and would probably fail—to find, in a 
place called Ye Olde Booke Shoppe. 

Yet even such an environment would 
not ensure success. For success here, as 
in every other phase of the college enter- 
prise, depends primarily on personnel. If 
your books are vended by salesmen to 
whom they are dead merchandise, they 
might as well be dead merchandise. If 
the bookstore is to make reading irresistibly 
attractive, the books must be ord:red, and 
arranged, and introduced, and talked about, 
and handled and wrapped up and delivered 
by men and women who know books and 
love books deeply and contagiously. This 
is no task for an illiterate automaton. It 
is a service akin to that of the professor and 
the critic, and potentially of equal value. 
And if these people are to make reading 
attractive, they must themselves be attrac- 
tive. The must suggest by their own 
quality and by their own attitude that good 
reading is really worth while. 

Such a place as I have suggested, pre- 
sided over by such people might well be- 
come a radiant center of intellectual pleas- 
ure and activity. I can imagine that 
groups with a common literary interest 
might meet there; and I am certain that 
professors would be glad to talk from time 
to time about recent books in the field of 
general literature or in special fields. 

You will see that I have in mind prim- 
arily the sale of books other than those 
required for courses. This is in line with 
the whole trend of modern college. educa- 
tion, which is away from the idea of one 
book per course. We are stressing collat- 


eral reading more and more; aid we are 
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striving more to achieve an education which 
is not merely a multiplication of courses, 
but is a process of mental growth, nour- 
ished by reading in many fields,—reading 
which shall supplement and interweave the 
individual courses. In the store I should 
not separate the required books from the 
others. The required book itself should 
gain in significance and in esteem from 
such a background. 

Clearly, such a store would be more ex- 
pensive to run than the ordinary store. 
And it should sell books at the lowest pos- 
sible prices. For the purpose of such a 
store would not be to make money, any 
more than the purpose of the college is to 
make money. The purpose of such a store 
would be, indeed, the educative purpose of 
the college itself. It follows that such a 
store might properly ask, and receive, a 
subsidy. And yet I believe that the at- 
tractivenecs of a store so conducted would 
very soon render the subsidy unnecessary. 

I will close with a few brief wae 7 
suggestions. 

The stock should include both new and 
second-hand books; and among the latter 
there should always be some old and fine 
rarities. 

Lists of new books, with prices, should 
be posted frequently, in the library as well 
as in the bookstore. Members of the fac- 
ulty and of the library staff might well 
collaborate in the preparation of such lists. 

To students in each course there might 
well be sent lists of books appropiate for 
collateral reading in that course, with the 
price of each. 

Text-books and books appropriate for 
collateral reading might be rer.ted for a 
term, instead of sold, for a reasonable frac- 
tion of their initial value. 

Once or twice a year a general catalog 
of special sets or specially priced books 
should be sent to the entire collegiate body. 

A man in charge of such a store might 
well give advice as to the building up of 
fraternity libraries. 

I have spoken of the store as containing 
books only. I should include in the term 
“books” any periodicals that would ulti- 
mately be worth binding. 

A college bookstore, so conceived and so 
served, would I believe, be an educational 
resource of the highest value, and would 
leave, in the many students whom it would 
attract, a strong and permanent influence. 
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Books in Industrial Arts Courses 
By Fred P. Reagle 


Assistant Superintendent of the Montclair Public Schools 


RECENT book “Content and Meth- 
ods of the Industrial Arts’ by 
Samuel J. Vaughn and Arthur B. 

Mays published by the Century Company, 
is very timely. The teachers of the indus- 
trial arts are fortunate, indeed, that the 
authors have so well summarized in one 
volume, the history, philosophy and prac- 
tices of the subject. The book is well ar- 
ranged from the abstract to the very con- 
crete, and its conclusions are logical and 
sound. ‘The methods of work and subject 
matter can be carried: on successfully in 
any well conducted school system where the 
teachers are alert and progressive. ‘The 
hook itself should occupy a prominent place 
in the library of every wideawake teacher 
of the arts. 

The chapter entitled “Textbooks and 
Their Use” is a brief and to the point sum- 
mary of the two opposite viewpoints re- 
garding the use of textbooks for the man- 
ual and industrial arts. The use of the 
textbook in the junior high school is the 
newest of the three departments in the 
public schools of the country, the elemen- 
tary and senior high school divisions being 
older historically, and the practices more 
nearly stabilized. In the junior school, 
the textbook, provided one suitable can be 
found, should be brief and the subject mat- 
ter well selected. Such a book should deal 
with tools and their handling, and mate- 
rials. It should be simply and clearly writ- 
ten in simple language and well-illustrated 
with pictures and drawings. There should 
be sufficient of these books in the shops, 
drawing rooms, kitchens, and sewing rooms, 
so that at the proper time the entire class 
may, with profit, cease work and read up 
on an unusually important topic, or so 
that at times individual pupils or certain 
groups may be assigned reading regarding 
topics on which they are not clear or on 
which they need further information. Text- 
books can be used in this manner in indus- 
trial arts classes for boys in the junior high 
school, in classes in household arts, print- 
ing, mechanical drawing, and machine shop 
work, 


The above use of the textbook is asso- 
ciated with the more formalized work 
which takes place early in the year’s work. 
A more intensive, individual and diversified 
use of books, magazines, and other refer- 
ence material will follow when the specific 
work of the class is taken up, such reference 
material being determined by the nature of 
the project. In Montclair, New Jersey, 
the shops have been well supplied at times 
with books and periodicals in such subjects 
as electricity, water wheels, steam engines, 
kites and aeroplanes, wind and weather, 
boats, toys, etc. Each shop also has indi- 
vidual copies of books on physics, chemistry, 
and natural science. 

One illustration will make clear this use 
of a variety of books in a shop by a class 
of boys. This eighth grade class, after some 
discussion, decided to make a simple elec- 
tric motor of that variety familiar to most 
shop men, which uses bent iron in the field 
and wire nails properly wired and mounted 
on a cork for the armature. By having a 
small permanent magnet and an old elec- 
tro-magnet around, the boys soon discov- 
ered that the former would form attractive 
designs when “iron filings were sprinkled 
over a piece of paper placed over it, while 
the latter would do the same only when a 
current from a battery was passed thru the 
magnet. Before long they were eagerly 
looking up and willingly telling the entire 
class at the next session the secrets of sci- 
ence, culled from copies of books on physics 
and chemistry. 

No. textbook, therefore, should be 
planned to be of universal use except for 
formalized work, which must of necessity 
be the first type undertaken with any group 
regardless of age, sex, or type of commun- 
ity. The real work undertaken by any 
community should depend on its _back- 
ground and type. This will mean boats 
or other types of mechanical or scientific 
studies in one place, mining or manufactur- 
ing in another, and agricultural studies in 
the third, and so on. Each type will mean 
a diversified, well-chosen, and in the end, a 


well-thumbed library shelf of books. 
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Plan New Modern Library Program 


ALREADY plans are under way for the 
marketing of the Modern Library 
from 75 W. 45th Street by the Modern 
Library, Inc. Under the new system, 
automatically operating, it will be impos- 
sible for a single title ever to be out of 
stock. The format of the books will of 
course remain the same and the new firm 
intends to do absolutely no publishing other 
than the Modern Library, bringing out a 
new title on the twenty-fifth day of each 
month. James L. Crowder, with offices 
at 20 East Jackson Blvd., Chicago, will 
be middle western representative ; Desmond 
Fitzgerald, western repr sentative; while 
Bennett A. Cerf, president, and Donald S. 
Klopfer, vice-president of the new concern, 
will cover all the large cities of the East. 
The Modern Library was organized in 
1917. It was the first series to specialize 
in the modern classics, many of which 
were difficult to obtain, or were not avail- 
able in popular priced editions. It was 
also among the first series to adapt leather 
style bindings to popular priced books. 

The Modern Library began with the 
following twelve titles: “Dorian Gray” by 
Oscar Wilde, “Married” by August 
Strindberg, “Soldiers Three” by Rudyard 
Kipling, “Treasure Island” by Robert 
Louis Stevenson, ““The War In the Air” by 
H. G. Wells, “A Doll’s House and other 
Plays” by Henrik Ibsen, “The Red Lily” 
by Anatole France, “Mademoiselle Fifi” 
and other stories by Guy De Maupassant, 
“Thus Spake Zarathustra” by Nietzsche, 
and “Poor People” by Feodor Dostoyev- 
sky. New titles have been constantly added 
and the series now consists of more than a 
hundred and ten books. 

Bennett A. Cerf, the president of the 
Modern Library, Incorporated, is a grad- 
uate of the Columbia School of Jour- 
nalism. In 1923 he joined Boni & Live- 
right, later becoming its vice-president and 
member of its board of directors. While 
associated with Boni & Liveright he con- 
ceived plans for the Modern Library which 
he is now able to put into operation. 

These titles are planned for this year: 
“Jungle Peace” by William Bebee, ‘“Pina- 
fore and Other Plays,” “La Dame aux 
Camelias” by Alexandre Dumas, and ‘“Se- 
lected Papers of William James.” 
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Conrad Memorial Library for 
Seamen 


NNOUNCEMENT was made July 

14th at the Seamen’s Church Institute, 
New York, that the Joseph Conrad Me- 
morial to be installed in the new building 
would take the form of the main reading 
room on the second floor of the new $2,- 
000,000 structure. The library including 
construction and endowment will cost 
$100,000, of which $60,000 will represent 
equipment and the rest a fund for mainte- 
nance. The library will be a shrine to all 
lovers of Conrad. The committee which 
is under the chairmanship of Sir T. Ashley 
Sparks of the Cunard Line has already re- 
ceived letters from Mrs. Conrad and from 
notable admirers of the late author, and 
Doubleday, Page have promised a special 
set of the new memorial edition of Con- 
rad’s works. 


Bookselling in Dayton 
ACCORDING to reports from Dayton 


the bookselling industry was not as 
flourishing as one would expect. In fact 
bookselling facilities appeared to be in 
rather a bad condition. The natives were 
apparently very poor book buyers and 
very few were persuaded to buy books for 
or against evolution in any great quantity. 
Robinson’s Drug Store was the town’s sole 
bookshop and as is the case with small 
town drug stores the stock of books was al- 
most exclusively made up of popular copy- 
rights and a few new novels making a total 
stock of about half a hundred volumes. 
There was an attempt made on the part 
of one enterprising young man to dis- 
pose of a stock of books which he brought 
over from Chattanooga. The New York 
Times correspondent described his venture 
thus, “There were among them ‘Famous 
Figures of the Old Testament,’ ‘In His 
Image,’ and “The Bible and Its Enemies,’ 
all by Mr. Bryan, but late this afternoon 
(July 10) not a single copy had been sold. 
... [The young man admitted that he had 
sold some volumes which sold for twenty- 
five and fifty cents, but no purchaser bought 
more than one. The best seller was en- 
titled ‘Puddle to Paradise’ by B. H. Shad- 
duck.” 
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Publishing Evil Stopped 
A SMALL group of publishers has re- 


cently put an end to a practice which 
has for some time been injuring the whole 
book-trade. 

It was discovered that fifteen firms had 
devised a method of mimeographing por- 
tions of books and selling these mimeo- 
graphed selections to schools and individ- 
uals for recitations. “The material in- 
cluded not only uncopyrighted stuff or 
selections from books on which the copy- 
right had expired, but was in a great 
many cases taken from the copyright work 
of well-known authors, published by well- 
known publishers. The material was often 
prepared with no clue as to the author, 
sometimes with only a title given to the 
selection by the firm which had mimeo- 
graphed the material. Sometimes the au- 
thor’s name was given, tho frequently mis- 
spelled. But the name of the book and 
the name of the publisher was never given, 
and of course the author got no royalty. 
Moreover, this use of copyright material 
with no acknowledgment jeopardized the 
author’s copyright. Many of these firms 
issued catalogs and order blanks of the 
material which they were prepared to pro- 
vide. ‘The selections included the works 
of such famous authors as Edna Ferber, 
Irvin Cobb, Harold Bell Wright, Booth 
Tarkington, Jack London, Mary Roberts 
Rinehart, Ellis Parker Butler, Fannie 
Hurst, to mention but a few. For these 
mimeographed selections of one or two 
pages thirty cents apiece was charged. 

Thru the action of the publishers all 
but one firm have agreed to stop issuing 
copyright material under these conditions, 
and have sent to the publishers all their 
mimeographed selections to be destroyed. 
In future, any such copyright material 
must be paid for and must bear a state- 
ment saying ‘Reprinted from (title) by 
(author) copyrighted (date) by (pub- 
lisher). Reprint of this material is for- 
bidden under penalty of the law without 
the consert of the publisher.” 

Many firms continue to use copyright 
material by buying the book and marking 
suitable passages for recitation. The book 
is then sold at an advance of its catalog 
price. 

The practice of these firms in selling 
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mimeographed material has, of course, hurt 
the sale of books, since the books them- 
selves might have been sold by the book- 
stores, instead of the copyright material 
culled from them. The new method of 
marking passages in the books of course 
helps the sale of books. 

The one firm which continues to use 
copyright material without credit is to be 
prosecuted. ‘The case is now in the hands 
of the attorneys. 


Helpful Lists on Vacations 
A° the schools and colleges put forth 


into the world hundreds of thou- 
sands of new graduates who must in 
the next few years, adjust themselves 
into the activities of professions and of 
business, there are likely to be many par- 
ents and friends who are anxious to give 
as much help as possible in vocational 
guidance. A volume that will assist the 
bookseller in giving good advice is that 
entitled ‘Choosing the Right Career’ by 
Edward D. Toland, headmaster of St. 
Paul’s School, Concord, N. H., one of the 
best known American preparatory schools 
headed by a man of business as well as 
educational experience. ‘This volume, pub- 
lished by Appleton, has chapters on every 
field of business and profession, and at the 
end of each chapter is a brief list of books, 
six to ten volumes. These books can be 
very safely recommended to the graduates 
or to the parents who wish to help the 
graduates. There are lists of books for 
the lawyer and the banker, books on ad- 
vertising, retailing, manufacturing, the 
ministry, farming, etc. 


Record Price for Grey’s Books 
WHat is said to be one of the highest 


prices of recent years for a book of 
memoirs has just been agreed upon for the 
memoirs of Viscount Grey of Fallodon, 
England’s Foreign Secretary in the early 
years of the war. The book ““I'wenty-Five 
Years: 1892-1916” will be published in the 
fall by the Frederick A. Stokes Company 
His memoirs are said to reveal many imi- 
portant transactions hitherto unknown to 
the public. He gives the text of the confi- 
dential memorandum presented to him in 
1916 by Colonel House telling President 
Wilson’s plans for peace terms. 
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Selling Books by Radio 


By Roy J. Snell

HAVE often spoken on the radio and 
had in the back of my head the notion 

of promoting the sales of my books. 

In some cases I have read from my books 
for fifteen to thirty minutes during the 
children’s hour. At other times I have 
spoken over the radio of my experiences 
in collecting material for my stories, es- 
pecially my adventures in the far North. 
I have had rather unusual opportunities in 
the matter of checking up on the number 
of sales created by these talks. On three 
separate occasions, during three Christmas 
seasons, at the time I talked on the radio, 
I have been engaged in selling my own 
and other person’s juvenile books in one of 
the largest book departments in the country. 
Naturally, after speaking on the radio at 
night, | had my ears and eyes open to dis- 
cover just how many books were asked for 
because of my talk. I am free to confess 
that the results were somewhat disappoint- 
ing. A few mothers came in to say that 
their boys wanted every book I had ever 
written. But there was no standing line. 
I had settled down to the feeling that 
radio, like a sign beside the railway track 
sold goods in a vaguely indirect way and 
was not to be ignored nor was it anything 
to be excited about. Then I experienced 
the surprise of my life. I had been asked 
by Mrs. Ford, to talk to Mothers in Coun- 
cil about books they should buy for teen- 
age boys and girls. ‘The hour was 4:00 
P. M.; not the best one might say. By 
an oversight I was not announced in the 
paper of the previous Saturday. It surely 
looked as if the front seats would be va- 
cant. I had been selling books feverishly 
for days on end and had allowed myself 
only fiftecn minutes rest before going in to 
talk. However I had my material well 
in hand. For six years during the month 
of December I had sold books for boys and 
girls. Thousands of grown-ups had said 
to me, “I want a book for a boy fourteen 
years old,” or “I want a book for a girl 
of twelve.”’ When there was time, I had

always tried to be truly helpful by finding 
out the nature of the child, whether he 
was the kind who would enjoy a sport 
story, an adventure book, history, etc. I 
had been recommending certain juvenile 
fiction books to such people, so all I had 
to do was to group a dozen of these books 
and talk about them as best I could. I 
talked for 20 minutes about other author’s 
books and 4 minutes about my own. Hav- 
ing completed my task, I put on my coat, 
and hurried back to the store to sell a few 
more books before closing tim: feeling 
that I had once more done my duty to the 
great American. Public by talking to it on 
the radio but quite sure that nothing very 
direct or definite would come of it. 
Imagine my surprise then when at 9:00 
next morning a lady of prominence, Chair- 
man of the Library board in a small city 
35 miles away, was in the store buying 
books from my list of the previous day’s 
taik. She took four of my own books and 
a half dozen others I had recommended 
That was but the beginning of a long pro- 
cession of people who bought in that one 
store from my list. My fellow clerks were 
constantly demanding to know what adven- 
ture book I had recommended, or what 
quiet book or what girl’s book of my own 
I had spoken of. We even received a tele- 
graph order from a state a thousand miles 
away for seven of my own books and five 
others. ‘This is even more remarkable in 
that during my talk I did not tell what 
store employed me. Taking! this fact into 
consideration, the number of stores and 
the scope of the radio, I should say that 
this one talk over the radio must have sold 
a couple of hundred of my own books and 
probably even more of my fellow authors. 
There are only two conclusions I would 
draw from this experience; one that more 
mothers have the loud speaker going while 
they mend, bake or iron, at four o’clock 
than we dream of and the other, that if 
one’s talk over the radio meets a real need, 
the response will be prompt and generous.

I was very pleased indeed to hear that 
you found the article on the Book Fair 
acceptable. ; 

Since sending you the account of the 
Fair I have discovered a rather interesting 
fact in connection with the Italian section, 
which, in due justice to that exhibit, I must 
not fail to note. 

While the Italian exhibit as a whole 
appeared to be as broadly inclusive as the 
display in a stationery store, there were 
some fine examples of beautiful printing 
and binding, and you will no doubt be 
interested to know how they came there. 

As I was scurrying out of a thunder 
shower the other day I found myself seek- 
ing shelter under the portico of a queer 
little old house with an overhanging roof 
in a small three cornered piazza. It proved 
to be none other than the birthplace of 
Dante and bore the sign “Casa del Libro.” 
The door opened as if by magic, and there 
stood a little old man who politely invited 
me to enter. In very good English he told 
me that Dante’s home was now a govern- 
ment school for printers. They come 
there at night, after working all day in 
their shops, for instruction in technique 
and design. And it is their work in which 
Italy may take pride at the Book Fair. 

The little old man spoke of America. 

“Oh yes, I have been there: All my 
children are there. I used to work in 
Scribner’s. I did very special binding for 
their books de luxe. In 1913 I felt I 
must come back and see Italy once more, 
but I am no longer happy here. I am 71 
years old and I want to go back to America 
to close my eyes with my children. Here— 
with a shrug as he turned his back on the 
room with dark clinging shadows—here 
there is nothing any more.”

The volume will comprise 
data relating to the services of more than 
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3,000 Revolutionary patriots and contain- 
ing a great deal of information unobtain- 
able elsewhere. 


*¢ ROOK AUCTION RECORDS,” 

Vol. XXI, has just arrived from 
London. It covers the sales in all the 
great English book centers for the season 
1923-24 and contains about 15,000 entries. 
For the specialist in rare items, or any 
dealer in old books, it is invaluable for ref- 
erence. -It supplements the ‘American 
Book Prices Current” for prices at all re- 
cent sales of literary property, the two 
records covering the great markets of the 
world. Both should be side by side in the 
book dealer’s office, or reference library. 
The Publishers’ Weekly is the American 
sales agent and the annual volume is of- 
fered for $10. 


At a recent sale at Sotheby’s, the Schle- 

singer musical manuscripts and auto- 
graph letters of great composers brought 
very good prices. The highest price was 
paid for Beethoven’s Opus 129, which bore 
the title, written by Schindler, “Fury Over 
a Lost Penny, Vented in Caprice,” which 
sold for $1,250. A Beethoven letter brought 
$255. A fine manuscript of Chopin’s Noc- 
turne, Opus 62, No. I, with signed dedica- 
tion to Mlle, R. de Komeritz, sold for 
$750. Other items which brought good 
prices were Liszt’s “Reminiscences of Don 
Juan” with the presentation inscription to 
Schlesinger, $270; a Myerbeer manuscript, 
$220, and a Weber duet, $210. The col- 
lection included compositions by Mendels- 
sohn, Verdi, Wagner, Berloiz and Cheru- 


bini. 


HRISTOPHER MORLEY’S “Par- 
nassus on Wheels,” has been added by 
Doubleday, Page & Co. to their Lambskin 
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Library. The introduction for this new 
edition was written by A. Edward New- 
ton, the collector, who owns the manu- 
script which was given to him by the au- 
thor and was accompanied by a note dated 
July 11, 1919, which reads: “Here is the 
MS. of ‘Parnassus on Wheels.” It is a 
very humble thing, but you know with 
what pardonable affection one looks back at 
one’s first child that broke into print. It 
was begun in a farmhouse at Walker Lake, 
Pike County, Pennsylvania, Summer of 
1915, and finished in the kitchen of our 
Long Island cottage the following Winter 
—and a damned cold Winter it was, too. 
Affectionately yours, Kit.” 


ORTRAITS of Grotius, “the father of 

international law,” prints of his im- 
prisonment and escape and other adven- 
tures, early editions of his works, letters in 
his own handwriting, lecture notes taken 
by his students and other interesting relics 
of the great publicist, have been placed on 
exhibition at Columbia University to com- 
memorate the 300th anniversary of “The 
Law of War and Peace.” An outstanding 
feature of the Columbia exhibits is a first 
edition in Latin of “De Jure Belli et 
Pacis,” dated 1625. There is a second 
edition of 1626. Both are from the 
Wheaton collection of Brown University. 
The first edition is one of three known to 
be in this country, the others being at Har- 
vard and the University of Michigan. An 
edition of 1631 from the Columbia Uni- 
versity Library is displayed, as well as the 
first, second and third editions in English 
translations dated 1654, 1655 and 1682. 
The first and second editions were trans- 
lated by C. Barksdale and the third by 
William Evarts. 


COMMENTING upon the scales of the 

past season in general, a statement is- 
sued by the Anderson Galleries cannot fail 
to be of interest to every collector or dealer 
in rare books. It says: “The outstanding 
feature of the season was the comparatively 
small number of choice manuscripts and 
books which were offered and the high 
prices which were bid for them. Every 
time a rare and desirable book or manu- 
script appeared a record price was bid. In 
the opinion of the Anderson Galleries, the 
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demand for choice books and manuscripts 
will from now on exceed the supply. Nearly 
all the desirable ones which have been of- 
fered during the last three or four years 
have been bought by public institutions or 
by private collectors whose collections will 
eventually be bequeathed to institutions. 
There are, of course, a few important 
private collections in America which will 
be sold “by way of the auction” when their 
owners die, but these cannot begin to sup- 
ply the extraordinary demand there is today 
in America from the large and increasing 
number of collectors.” 


THE Irving Memorial Association will 

give a Washington Irving pageant at 
the Sleepy Hollow Country Club, Scar- 
borough-on-Hudson, September 19th and 
20th, to aid in raising funds for a memorial 
to Irving at Sunnyside and Broadway, Irv- 
ington. The pageant will be of a dis- 
tinctly literary and historical character and 
will be divided into six sections, and each 
section will be allotted to a nearby town. 
These sections, or periods, include the early 
Indian period, the return of Irving to Sun- 
nyside, the Moorish period, ““The Legend 
of Sleepy Hollow,” the old colonial days 
with Peter Stuyvesant, and Rip Van Win- 
kle. As far as possible the participants in 
the pageant will be chosen from the de- 
scendants of the families who figured in 
Irving’s tales. The part of Washington 
Irving as a boy will be taken by his great- 
great-grandnephew, Washington Irving, 
Jr. The part of Kitty Van Tassel by Miss 
Charlotte Vanderlip, who thru her father, 
Frank A. Vanderlip, is related to the Van 
Tassel family. The memorial will include 
a bronze bust of Irving upon which Daniel 
Chester French is now working.
